[RDIANAPOLIS, December 1.—The mortal} 
Thomas: A. Hendricks, the fifth 
vice-president of the United States, to die 
goring his term of office, were conveyed 


qi the tomb today. The event was made 


pemora lle in many respects, by the presence 
ca tremendous concourse of people from all 
yerts ef the nation to witness the simple rites 
ghich precede d their interment. The presage 
gf inclement weather on the day of his funeral, 
ghich was given yesterday, was verified only 
go the extent ofa wintry laden sky and thick 
sinosphere during the early hours, unusual to 
sislatitude. The heavy fog of the preceding 
gfternvon still hung over the city 
when Cay broke, but the hours 
wore on, litt: d somewhat and became less. im- 
genetrable, some breath of the heayens were 
foated even taore deeply in the appearance of 
the city which witnessed the development 
of hiscareer. its cliief structures were hid- 


as 


den in their folds of black drapery, while to 


the occasion were lent all the forms which peo- 
le cad observe to show their respect for the 
dead. The business of the city’ was entirely 
suspended. The clergy, without respect to 
gect, joined in the obsequies, The bells of all 
the churches tolled requiem, and the presence 


is funeral car, or stood as silent ‘spectators of 
the solemn gpectacle, attracted by their fealty 
to his memory. tia 

THE INCOMING CROWDS. 

The early morning trains on all the railways 
Prought delegations from the national capital 
and all the leading cities of the union, together 
withan influx of people from all the interior 
cities and hamlets of central Indiana and Iili- 
ubis. The cabinet was represented by Secre- 
fary of State Bayard, Secretary-Juamar, Secre- 
lary Whitney. Secretary Endicott and Post- 
master General Vilas. Thesupreme bench of 
the United States was represented by Associate 
Justices Matthews and Blatchford. The 
Tnited States senate was 
by Senators Edmunds, Allison, Pugh, Harris, 
Conger, Blair, Dolph, Vest, Beck, Camden, Vance, 
Jones, Voorhees, Payne, Palmerand Harrison, 
The committee representing the house of rep- 
reentatives was composed of W. R. Morrison. 
J, B. Blount, H. A. Herbert, W. S. Holmaa, 
W.M. Springer, W. P. Hepburn, 8S. B. Ward, 
W. W. Phelps, J. J. Kleiner, Thomas Ryan and 
P. Dunn. The number of active and ex-mem- 
bers of the lower house present, in addi- 
tion to those named was large. The 
governors of Indiana, Illinois and. Kentucky 
were present, attended by their staffs, and 
umerous state officers, Major General Scho- 
field was the chief representative of the United 
hates army. Ex-President Hayes and Gen- 
eral W. T. Sherman were distinguished guests, 
the latter accompaning the delegation from St. 
Louis. The officers and other official delegates 
were met on their arrival by local sub-com- 
mittees, and given tickets of admission to St. 
Paul's Episcopal Cathedral, to be present at the 
church services and assigned positions in the 
funeral column. The

THE CROWDED STREETS. 
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Washington street presented a black mass of 
humanity hours before the services were en- 


fered npon at St. Paul's, and long before the 


B fase ge of the column, the windews of the 
= idusiness blocks were filled by occupants. The 
ére rested on waiting multitudes which oc- 


=m ciped apparently every vantage point.along 
§ the broad thdroughiare. Emblems of mourn- 
ing, Which began to appear on public and 
private buildings the day ofthe vice-president’s 
® death, have grown in quantity and design until 
now the whole city may be said to he in 
funeral garb. Washinton street present an al- 
mest unbroken line of draped houses, while on 
every business street and even along the resi- 
conce streets the people have been lavish in 
Miheir display of signs of public sorrow. The 
~unty courthouse, where the remains lay in 
state until Monday evening, and the statehouse 
ate tastefully draped. Legends are very few. 
One business house on Washington strect has 
the words, “I am free at last,” the last words 
ofthe dead vice president. Portraits of the 
deceased, shrouded in black, are profuse. 

The general effect tells in mute cloquence 
of the high respect with which the people of 
Indianapolis regarded their fellow-townsman. 
Une of the central points of attraction for the 
Visiting multitude was the modest home of the 
tate vice-president on Temnessee street. A 
plain,two-story brick structure, facing the state 
fapitol building,now in process of construction. 
On the front door of the home was black 
rosettes, from 


hiem of mourning. On the street in 
front of the house gathered a large but respect- 
able crowd, which grew in numbers as the 
* forenoon advanced. A detail of the police 
force and soldi ty was able, however, to 
keep the street clear in front

casket. Before he arrived delegations from 
distant cities began to come. and were permit- 
ted to pass through and view the reinains. 
While the photographer was engaged at his 
work, the members of the cabinet, the judges 
of the supreme court and others from Washing- 
ton, entered, and were detained a few. minutes 
by the process. It was 11 o'clock when the 
asket was replaced, and the stream of visitors 
again passed by and out through. the side door. 
BORNE TO THE CHURCH. ._” 
Shortly after this the pall-bearers arrived. 
The deceased’s hearse and the carriage for the 
gamily and friends were marshalled before the 
door, and preparations were made for the final 
removal of the body. This was done without 
further leave-taking. The police and the mj)- 
tary kept the curious but always respectful 
mass of people out of the way, and the little 
cavaleade moved quietly with its eseort 
through the densely lined streets to the eathe- 
dral of St. Paul. jThe casket was borne into 
church at 1:14 o'clock, the vast congregation 
having already heen seated, with the exception 
of the immediate relatives and the church ves- 
try. .The officiating clergy, four in number, 
Bishop Knickerbocker, of this diocese: Rey. 
Dr. Stringfellow, of Montgomery, Ala., the 
first rector of St. Pqul, and under whose minis- 
tration Mr. Hendricks joined the church ; Rey. 
Fulton, of St. Louis, the former rector 
Of St. Paul’s, and Rey. Dr. Jenckes, 
present rector, in their robes of office. met the 
remains at the main entrance of the cathedral 
on Illinois street. Preceded by a guard of the 
Indbanopolis Light Infantry, the bedy was 
borne up the central aisle; the: clergymen and 
the members of the vestry going in advance. 
Bishop Knickerbocker raised the opening 
sentence of the burial service: “Iam the res- 
surrection and the life,” followed by Rev. Dr, 
“tiingfellow and Dr. Fulton, in their recitation 
of the other verses used for the dead, until the 
easket had heen carried and placed out- 
side the chancel. | 
while the impressive scenes was enacted.- Fol- 
lowing the bier came the. widow, leaning on 
the arm of Mr. Morgan, followed by other 
relatives, and in deepmourning. Thirteen pews

to the right of the center aisle were re- 
served for - the family, while the 
vesiry and members of ‘the local 


committees occupied pews in the front to the 
left. The pew oceupied by the dead vice presi- 
dent, in his life time, was the tenth from the 
front when facing the altar. It was distin- 
guished by its complete envelopment in black 
cloth, and the fact that it was unoccupied. The 
church is a modest brick structure, square and 


oblong, but commodious, with seating for 900. 


people, but holding within its walls in this in- 
stanee fully 1,000, 
is supported on brick columns, forming a part 
of the side walls, but is also sustained by two 
tiers of arches, which spring from the right and 
leit centers of the auditorium, meeting at the 
apex of the roof. The interior ts naturally 
dark. being .lit by dormer and narrow side 
windows, allin stained glass, a large field of 
the same filling in thespace over the altar. The 
main and side doors were heavily draped 
in black. The interior decorations were plain 
but effective, consisting of the festooning. of 
crepe from the central arches, the pulpit sec- 
tion and the chancel rail having a drapery of 
white and black intermingled. The central 
arches were completely draped, and the sides 
ofthe church were palled in black. On the 
front interior walls was two large designs of a 
(;reek cross in the prevailing sable color. The 
dark shronding of the interior was relieved 
by only three floral. pieces, all handsome in 
On the afar, Inside the chan?@Perail, 
was a plain cross composed of white flowers, 
eontribuied by the ladies of the parish. On 
the other side of the altar was a sheaf of white. 
On the face of the pnipit was a column of 
white roses, with purple flowers, at one side, 
forming a ladder. At its base was the inscrip- 
tioth, “September 19th, 1519,” and at its top, 
“November 26th, On the stmmit of 
the column was perched a White dove 
design bearing the Latin sentiment ‘sat magni- 
nomiminis gloria.” The design was the gift of 
the Ohio elub, of Cincinnati. Im froat of the 
lectern was the national shi¢ld, contributed by 
the Yondola club of Toledo. These designs 
had a background of green, with red and blue 
flowers, With the exception of the ¢entfal mon- 
ogram, composed of the letters “T. A. H,” in 
pink, vellow and white rosebuds. The inte- 
rior of the church and chancel was brilliantly 
hehted,

THE RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 

Inside the chancel, in addition to the officia- 
ting clergy, were seated the other clergy of 
the Protestant Episcopal church in their robes, 
The chorister benches were occupied by other 
city and visiting clergy. While the casket-had 
been placed in front of the chancel rail, the 
sang the anthem, “Lord, Let Me Know 
the End.” The lesson for the dead was read 
by Rev. Dr. Jenckes. This was followed by 
the singing of the hymn, “Lead Heavenly 
Light,” by the choir, the audience joining. 

Rev. Dr. Jenckes, speaking from the lectern, 
delivered the following address: 

Finally, brethren, whatsoever thine are true,

of the redeemed soul, and atsucha time as this, 
when the gates perchance are still ajar andthe 
lace all stand upon is holy ground, it still be- 
so sany one of usto attempt to voice forth the 
common plaint,to express the Vast aggregate of 


enterce the lessous of this hour and this scene, It 
is better, far better that we let our illustrious friend, 
on whose account we are gathered here to impart 
such instructions as his life and his death supply: 
while we, with bated breath and in rapt attention,

xajoining county, some fifty years ago, this tutel- 
age begun. The days so often spent by thoughtless 
bors in pointless diversions frém hard study, he 
with energy and application devoted to the acquisi- 
tion of nsefnliness, permanent knowledge, laying 
with painstaking earnestness and perseverance and 
veal the foundations of that sturdy, indomitabie 
eharacter which, in later iife, carried him to the 
proud pennacle of exalted success; and with such 
teaching. the lads of our day-should not shrink 
from the daily task of common schools, nor the 
sterner studics of the university, Thus he pro 
claims from bis coffin: ‘“‘Whatsoever thy hand 
findeth to do, do it with thy might, and work white 
it is «niled teday; for soon night cometh, wherin bo 
man can work.’ 
The vears of his early manhood were years of 
trialand eomparative privation, the common tot 
of thore who, apart from ste 
thronged .° haunts ot denser populations 
stem the tide of pioneer resistance tothe heostie 
forces of pature, and verify the adage that “*W eat - 
ward the course of empire takes its way. Po such 
spirits resistance is discipline, growth, develop- 
ment, and with the sturdy men who were his ¢o- 
laborers in the aggressive work carved out in the 
wilderness of the great and prosperous and happy 
commonwealth, the work of theirown hands and 
our heritage who follow after them, and we are ad- 
vised that as a young man, while occupied with the 
labors of -character-building, he was an honest, 
brave, eXemplary yourg man, whe soormed to doa 
mean or mmvvorthy action and tanght bis f-llows 8; 
who recognized the restraining influence of moral 
obligations. and by both precept and example in- 
evicated honesty and probity and purity of life, and 
so he taught and so he teaches now toall young 
men of our city, and our state, and our great coun- 
try, this cogent injunction: “Rejoice, .O young 
man in thy youth, and let thy heart cheerthee in 
the days of thy youth, and walk in the way of this

the new constitu tion of his state and A wijee it ts 
the complicated relations of the whole people, and 
also enacting a distinguished part in national leg- 
islation and in both houses of Congress: as an able 
manager of the public landed interests of the coun- 
(ry; asthe second officer in the administration of 
this great nation, he was. everywhere and always, 
e Sate ~able, conservative, consistent 
and conscientions character which he early illustrat- 
cd when he first started out upon life’s arena ftrial 
and conflict, and of triumph, and sowed the 
precious seed of honor, virtue and temperance, and 
so he has taught this urgent lesson: “Be not de- 
ceived, God is not mocked: for Whatsoever man 
soweth that shall he also reap, For he that soweth 
to his flesh, shall of flesh reap corruption, but he 
that soweth to the spirit shall of the spirit reap life 
everlasting.” He carefully chose his seed. and he 
has abundantly reaped his harvest. ' 
And again he would preach tous,onthe other hand 
he would impress us with the shortness aud uncer- 
tainty of life. He was in his usual heaJth until near 
the moment when the silver cord was loosed and 
the golden band was broken. He eame faithfully 
and bravely and confidently to the very. di. 
viding line, which separates between things 
which are seen and temporal, and things which are 
unseen and eternal, and vet he knew not that he 
was coming, and in a moment, without warning, 
he was as one “who wraps the drapery of hi: 
couch about him and lies down. to pleasani 
dreams.”’ And this notable feature of his departure 
warns us all, in emphatic terms, that in the midst 


of life we are in death; and admonishes us 
that Wwe know not the day nor the 
hour when the summons shall come to 


us, These things his good and great life teaches 
us, and oh, that we might be amendable to the 


teaching and oh, that all might learn from his uni-- 


formly gracefnl bearing, his polite maners, his 
courteous deference to others views, his thoughtful 
consideration for others feelings, even while differ- 
ing with them in opinion or ¢onduei, learn to en}: 
tivate the amenities and courtesies of life under the 
guiding inspiration of politeness and urbanity. I 
rufiino hazard in asserting that such consider- 
.ate difference to others feelings and wishes, and 
such regard for their rights and privileges, is the 
touch stone of all true manliness, the sure criterion 
of genuine Christianity, and to this crucial test no 
one ever respected more thoroughly than our dead 
friend, whe hes here so calm and peaceful, so forei- 
bly demorfstrating the great mystery that enshrouds* 
the problem of human life; and vet his courtesy did 
not out strip his benevolence. No one who ap- 
peaicd to him for sympathy and counsel and assist- 
ance ever tarned empty away. Though his right and 
his left hand were not in each other's coufidence, 
still there isa record somewhere of his unhanded 
liberality m numberless cases of destitution and 
suffering. He experienced in hi’ daily life the joy 
Of faith, andthe patience of hope, and the comfort 
of love. These were with him ever—faith, hope 
and charity. These three, burthe greatest of these 
was charity, and the admirably organized charities 
of our city have long felt the guiding impulses of 
his skillful hand,and been cheered by the sympa- 
thetic throbbing of his generous heart. 

are we tread aipon the verge 
of hallowed ground, and touch upon 
the conjugal relations of Governor Hendricks, and 
describe how, for forty years and two months, to 
the very day, he passed along with dienified, and 
steady, and faithful pace beside the noble and de- 
voted woman who he had chosen for better or 
for worse: and hoay through storm. and snnshine, 
like to Isaae and Rebecea, lhey lived faithfully to- 
gether in perfect love and peace, and kept the vow 
and covenant betwixt them, made in the firm and 
graceful bonds of mutual affection; We dare not 
do it here at this time, and in this presence, but we 
must not tarry longer. 

Life is short and time is fleeting, 

And our hearts, though strong and brave. 
Still, like muftied drums, are beating 
Funeral marches to the grave.’ 

To our graves, and we must be up and doing if we 
would receive and apply the lessons our friend has 
taught us in the incidents of his varied and con- 
spicuons career. These lessons all converge to one 
point: “Be ye also ready.”” They all show with 
eTcalemphasis.the vanity of human hopes and 
wishes. :

When the speaker had concluded, Mrs. 
Doner, of Chicago, sang ‘Rock of Ages,” the 
bishop closing with prayers and benediction. 
PREPARING FOR THE LAST LONG JOURNEY. 

The casket was then Jifted and borne trom 
the church: the audience remaining seated. 

During the progress of the funeral column 
from the house to the church there was a 
slight drift of sleet inthe air, which continued 
throughout the services jn the cathedral. In 
the church edifice the place of honor was ac- 
corded to ex-President Haves, his full beard 
and hair showing the whiteness of advancing 
years. Inthe pew in his rear were Secretary 
Bayard and the other members of the cabinet. 
To the left was seated the committees from the 


United States senate and the house. wear- 
ing the flowing sashes of white over 
their right shoulders. closed at the 
left side with rosettes of black  crape. 


In their rear were the oflicers of the United 
States army in full uniform. On the nerth 
side of the church were the governors of the 
states present with their stafis. 

The bells of all-the churches began to ring 
when the remains were taken from the house, 
and continued their pealing during the rites, 
and while the procession was on its long march 
to Crown Hillcemetery. There was very little 
delay inthe movement of the column, when 
the people who had composed the chureh audi- 


ence had been assigned their carriages. 
Its formation had been completed 
during the. progress of the 
services in the cathedral. The column was 


preecded by a mounted police escort, who were 
followed by the Columbus Barrack’s band and 
the Richardson Zouaves, who immediately 
preceded the hearse. The latter was drawn by 
six black horses, wearing black pharapherna- 
lia worn by the animals attached to the faner- 
alcar which -bore the remains of General 
Grant to the grave. On. either side of the 
hearse wasa guard of the Indianapolis Light 
Infantry, carrying their guns at “‘reyese arms. ’ 
Immediately in rear of the hearse were the 
Rice Guards and the Streight Nifles, both local 
military companies. 

The funeral car occupied the central position 
in the second of the four grand divisions, The 
first division was in line ready for the forward 
movement when the casket was carried from 
the church. Jt was composed ofstate military 
companies, marching’ independently, all 
the oflicers dismounted. The Basch 
Zouuves, of St. Louis, were the only company 
appearing in line from an outside state. 

In the second grand division following the 
hearse, came the carriage containing Mrs, 
Hendricks. Mrs, 8S. W. Morgan and Mrs. Fitz- 
hugh Thornton. The succeeding thirteen car- 
riages. contained the relatives and uear friends. 
IE-x-President Hayes vccupied the next car- 
riage and Was followed in the 
reeular order by the members of the 
cabinet. United States senators and representa- 
tives, governors and staffs, United States judi- 
ciarv, ex-United States senators and represen- 
tatives, United States military officers, the 
state officers of Indiana, followed by the presi- 
dents and faculties of universities and col- 
leges, and the mayors of cities and other eivil 
officials. 

The third division Was con posed of all non- 
nilitary organizations. It was preceeded by the 
loeal Lrish-Americean organizations, followed by 
warching political clubs, which had taken part 
inthe recent presidential campaign. Among 
the latter organizations represented were the 
Cook County Demoératic club, the Troqnots 
club of Chicago, the Duckworth club of Cin- 
cinnati. the Jackson club of Columbus, the 
Jefferson club of Dayton, Ohio, the Jefferson 
club of Bloomington, Illinois, the Miam club, 
of Hamilton, Ohio, the Jefferson club. of Fort 
Wavne. the Grammercy ciub, of Vincennes, 
and the Hendrieks club, of Peru, Indiana. 

The fourth division was made up of local 
organizations, including the fire department, 
with their steamers heavily draped, -

The column took up its march at 12:45 p. m., 
but its progress was rétarded in the nee 
district, owing to the blockading crowds whic 
outnumbered the moving column. = It pro-

The Prohibitionists Selecta Long Array of Counsel— 

Rumor that a Mandamus Will be Asked For~ 

A Discussion of the Law Involved—An 
Interesting Case Cited—Must Wait, 

Yesterday the injunction granted by Jadge 
McCay, of the United States district court, re- 
straining Ordinary Calhoun from anneuncing 
the result of the prohibition election, was the 
talk of the city, It wasto the public a very 
unexpected move, and among some of the dis- 
tinguished legal lights was regarded as a very 
extraordinary proceeding, and one which, in 
the end, would amountto nothing. It was 
generally believed among the members of the 
Lar that the injunction would be dissolved. 

The sensation of the day was the rumor that 
the prohibitionists would go before Judge 
Marshall J. Clarke of the superior court and 
ask him to issue a mandamus compelling Ordi- 
nary Calhoun to gnnounce the result of the 
election. There is no specified time in which 
the ordinary is required todeclare the result, 
If he declares it before next July it will go 
into effect at that time. Ordinary Calhoun 
has been quite conservative in the matter and 
has made every effort to get along without 
trouble. Ifthe superior court should order 
him to declare the resut he would be put to 
the painful necessity of  deciging 
which court wasentitled to his obedience and 
the other court would 

CONSIDER HIM IN CONTEMPT. 

Good lawyers say a mandamns could pot be 
demanded legally now, because Ordinary Cal- 
houn has notfrefused to declare the result of 
the election. He would have declared it be- 
fore this if it had not been for the injunction 
put upon him by Judge MeCay.

The an- 
ti-prohibitionists to come in from that direction 
willbave to wait until the law goes into effect 
and if in enforcing it it should turn out that 
the constitutional rights of any -individual or 
individuals are invaded, then will be time 
enough for a complaint. They cannot kick’ 
hefore they are spurred. I look for Judge 
McCay to dissolve the injunction.” 

The lawyer continued ; 

“Suppose, for instance, a member of the leg- 
islature should introduce a billto make the 
selling of farm products after night illegal and 
while that bill was still pending in the legisla- 
iure, oreven after it had passed the two-houses 
an attempt should be made to enjoin the goy- 
ernor from signing it, the court would at once 
tay that it ought to be presumed that if the 
propesed daw was uhwise or unjust or uncon- 
stitutional the legislature.in one case would not 
pass it, or in the other case the governor 

WOULD NOT APPROVE IT; 
and the chaneellor would say that even if it 


did appear in the form of a statute he could 


not presume that in its application or practical 
enforcement, it would be used in any manner 
forbidden by the fundamental law of the land, 
and he would refuse to interfere with the ma- 
chinery of the legislative department and tell 
the parties they had no right to complain 
until they were hurt.” 

In speaking further, the lawyer said: 

“Here is a similer principle of law. A grant 
of a homestead is void as against a debt that is 
older than the constitution by which the home- 
stead law was brought into being, and yet it 
has been held and is well recognized lawthat the 
fact that amongst the debtor’s creditors there is 
one or more whose debt is older than the home- 
stead law is no reason why the ordinary should 
not go forward under the general petition and 
pass the homestead application into the form of 
au judgment. But whenever the holder of 4 
homestead right undertakes to obstruct the col- 
lection of a debt of that character, the home- 
stead would fail in effect and would be ignored 
as to that creditor.”’ 

AN INTERESTING CASE. 

In the 18th Wallace’s reports of the decisions 
of the supreme court of the United States, 
there is an interesting case reported bearing 
somewhat on the situation in Fulton. lowa 
had a prohibition law, and a man named Bar- 
tcmeyer sold anether man a glass of liquor. 
He was tried, and claimed protection under the 
fourteenth amendment, which says: “No state 
shall make or enforee any law which shall 
abridge the privileges or immunities of citi- 
zens of the United States; nor shall any state 
deprive any person of life, liberty or property 
without due process of law.” 

The court held that “The right to sell intox!- 
cating liquors is not one of the privileges and 
immunities of citizens of the United States 
which by that amendment the states were for- 
bidden to abridge.”’ ps 

“But,” says the court, “if a case were pre- 
sented in which a person owning liquor or 
other property at the time a law was passed by 
the state absolutely prohibiting any sale of it, 
it would be a very grave question whether such 
a law would not be inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of that amendment which forbids the 
state to deprive any person of life, liberty or 
property witheut due course of law.” :

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right exists, is not one of the rights growing © 


out of citizenship of the United States.” 

One of the shrewdest lawyer for the pro- 
hibitionists said, the only treuble he appre- 
hended was over the fact that the exclusion of 
wines'made beyond the limits of the state, 
(while home-made wines could be sold) might 
be unconstitutional, as interfering with inter- 
state commerce.

THREE MEN KILLED. 


The.Fatal Result of a Strike in a Missouri 
Mine. — 
St. Louts, December 1.—For some tinte past 
there has been quite a disturbed condition .of 
things at the Bevier coal mines, five miles from 
Macon, Mo. The miners struck for higher 
pay during the stt@gmer, and the operators. im- 
ported a lot of negroesto work, and built 
stockade for their protection. This created 
bad feeling, and several little outbursts oe- 
curred, On last Saturday a collision oceurred, 
and one white and one negro were killed. One 
man was killed last night, and the situation is 
considered so critical today that Governor Mar- 
maduke went to the scene, and after looking 
over the ground ordered out the first regiment 
of state guards of this city, and about 400 men 
left on a special train this morning for the 
mine, to preserve order and- protect the miners. 
There was firing of pistols and guns between 
the black and white miners at the Zrevier 
coal mines all last night, but without serious 
injury to anybody, so far as can be learned. 
Four men have been killed since Saturday last, 
three negroes and one,white man, besides sevy- 
eral wounded. There is no abatement of Teel- 
ing, and there is the constant liability of blead- 
shed. The county anthorities have 
done nothing tewards suppressing 
the riotous proceedings. No military have 
arrived. Women and children are being sent 
away from Zrevier. Trouble is feared tonight. 
A meeting of citizens of Macon was held this 
afternoon to take instant measures to restore 
order. 3@0stand of arms arrived this after- 
noon, and the sheriff is orgimizing a company. 
The negro miners remain inside of the stocks 
ade at the mine and fire at all the white 
miners who come within range of their guns. 
Every man and boy at the mine who is able to 
handle a gun is said to be armed.

for it. A chain was found around 
the body . and an iron ~ weight 
attached and the head covered and tied in a 
bag.

Mr. Williams said: “No, 
none cf itis mine. I did not come back to get 
anything. Iecome to help you to find your 
own, that vou had lost.”’

Last night’s session of the North Georgia con- 
ference opened with W. H. Potter, D. D., in 
the chair by request of the bishop. Religious 
services by Rev. R. W. Bigham. Rev. J. D. 
Hammond was elected as the seventh delegate 
to the general conference. He joined the con- 
ference from Atlanta, as did two other dele- 
gates, Dr. Haygood and Rev. W. A. Candler, 
while Atlanta is still further represented by 
her Presiding elder; H. H. Parks. The clerical 
alternates are Rev..W. F. Cook, D. D., Presi- 
ident I. S. Hopkins, D.D., Rev. C. A, Evaus 
and Rev. A. J. Jarrell. 

This being missionary day, Rev. D. C. Kelly, 
D. D.. the missionary treasurer from Nashville, 
was introduced. He said that in seven years 
the Methodist church had quadrupled its con- 
tributions for missions. Then we had eighty 
missionaries; now about 300, Then we had 


twenty-seven converts; now 3,225, “We have 
moved forward until we have a 


debt of $50,000. This was caused by the faflure 
of the Cent®nary fund to build the Anglo Chi- 
nese college, the board having to build it. Oar 
missionaries are not paid large salaries, the 
average being only $353. The salaries are used 
to advance the work of Christ. In Mexico he 
stayed in a missionary’s home, sleeping ona 
broken iren bed with a knotty mattress. Next 
morning ho found that. that was the only bed 
in the house, and that Sister Norwood had 
slept ona brick floor to let him have the bed. 
At Breakfast they had hash, beans and baker's 
bread. She said that they lived poorly in 
oreer to edueate six Mexican girls wito were to 
take six schools which were waiting, agid so 
the salaries are used. 

In the. same country, at the home of Brother 
Grimes, he saw twin girls very. healthy, and 
the cow was their foster mother. The board 
ordered Brother Grimes not to goin debt, so 
he paid the other agents their share, and in 
order to keep the work from stopping sold the 
cow, the life of the children. They sacrifice 
all with joy in order to tell the love of Jesus. 

The conferenee decided to collect the mis- 
sionary collection by February 15th, 1836, The 
preachers then became personally responsible 
for one-fourth of the amount in cash by that 
time.
